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There  were  eight  of  us  who  set  out 
to  a  trailhead,  where  we  hiked  three 
miles  to  a  campsite.  This  would  be  our 
base  camp;  we  would  be  working  from 
it  for  the  next  five  days.  We  had  been 
lucky:  the  group  that  had  worked  on 
the  trail  before  us  had  hiked  the  tools  in, 
so  we  didn't  have  to  carry  heavy  metal 
bars  and  hatchets  out  to  the  worksite. 
We  did,  however,  have  to  carry  them 
back  out. 

The  first  day  we  picked  up  our 
rock  bars  and  pick-mattocks  and  set 
out  to  quarry  some  large  rocks.  We  used 
these  mainly  to  cut  roots  and  loosen 
the  dirt  around  a  rock  set  in  the  ground. 
Three  of  us  pried  up  what  seemed  like 
a  huge  rock  to  us — probably  over  TOO 
lbs — and  began  rolling  it  down  to  the 
trail.  We  heaved  and  pushed,  pried  and 
pulled,  and  finally  got  it  down  to  the 
place  where  we  were  to  build  a  stone 
staircase.  We  were  proud  of  our  work, 
but  the  trip  leaders  only  said:  "Good 
work,  but  this  rock  is  way  too  small."  We 
were  shocked.  So  we  trudged  back  up 
the  hill,  put  our  helmets  and  gloves  back 
on,  rolled  up  our  sleeves,  and  got  back 
to  work. 

After  the  fifth  and  final  day  of  work,  we  went  back  to  the  campsite,  took  our  sleeping 
pads  out  of  our  tents,  lay  down  under  the  trees,  and  rested.  We  talked  about  our  life  at  home, 
and  during  a  lull  in  the  conversation,  we  all  fell  asleep.  Our  stone  staircase  had  been  set,  several 
rocks  had  been  placed  in  a  trench  in  the  trail  to  "dam"  the  dirt  and  prevent  erosion;  in  total,  we 
moved  about  30-40  rocks,  all  larger  than  us.  None  of  this  could  have  been  done  without  team- 
work. When  we  hiked  back  over  it  on  the  way  to  the  van,  we  saw  all  our  work  laid  out  under  us. 
It  took  us  less  than  five  minutes  to  cover  what  had  taken  us  five  days  to  build.  The  eight  of  us  left 
the  Berkshires  that  day,  all  of  us  changed  by  the  shared  experience.

They  love  what  they  do  and  are  lucky  to  have  such  a  support- 
ive staff  behind  them,  encouraging  them  to  be  creative  and  express 
themselves  however  they  want  to.

Thousands  of  students  have  enjoyed 
and  benefited  from  gaining  a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  art  of  music  and 
musical  performance  and  have  taken  with  them  this  knowledge 
and  appreciation  into  their  adult  lives.  Whether  possessing  the  desire  to  make  music 
their  profession  after  schooling  or  choosing  to  elect  subjects  in  the  art  to  broaden  and 
enhance  their  learning  at  South,  students  have  always  found  great  satisfaction  and  ac- 
complishment in  their  participation  in  the  music  program.

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The  Boys'  Varsity  soccer  team 
went  into  their  season  with 
high  expectations.

TOWN  'N  COUNTRY  -  A  lOyear-old 
science  whiz  will  spend  about  three 
minutes  on  "The  Tonight  Show  with 
Jay  Leno."

Nitish  Mehta's  award-winning  sci- 
ence fair  project  was  born  the  mori- 
ing  he  forgot  to  brush  his  teeth. 

"My  mom  said  my  mouth  was  dirt- 
ier than  a  dog's,"  the  10-year-old  re- 
called. 

So  Nitish  set  out  to  prove  his 
mother  wrong. 

Instead,  he  landed  a  gig  on  "The 
Tonight  Show  with  Jay  Leno."  The 
former  Westchase  Elementary  fifth- 
grader  is  set  to  appear  Wednesday  on 
the  NBC  late-night  show  with  his  pro- 
ject, "Cool  DrooL" 

When  his  mother,  Neeharika,  bad- 
mouthed  Nitish's  oral  hygiene  last' 
December,  he  was  desperately  seek- 
ing an  idea  for  the  science  fair.  Other 
than  that  one  Sunday,  he  says  he 
brushes  his  teeth  every  day,  so  he 
was  sure  his  mouth  was  cleaner  than 
any  dog's. 

Nitish,  who  lives  in  the  Westchase 
development  in  western  Hillsborough 
County,  borrowed  five  neighbors' 
dogs  for  a  day  of  scientific  experimen- 
tation. 

He  swabbed  their  mouths  and  his 
own,  and  spread  the  saliva  samples  in 
petri  dishes.  The  resulting  bloom  of 
bacteria  in  his  dish  was  obviously 
thicker  than  in  the  dogs'. 

Neeharika  Mehta  wasn't  sur- 
prised, but  Nitish  and  Jay  Leno's  staff 
were.  A  local  animal  doctor  said
